1. Cullen, Cheryl Dangel, JDF in the Graphic Arts, Digital Output, v11 n6 p16(4) Jun 2005, ISSN: 
1083-5121. Best U.S. reference teaches using JDF-enabled software to prepare files for print production. 
JDF's digital capabilities track cost estimates, scheduling, and any other essential information 
(communicating print job instructions). Trueflow 3.0 from Screen USA is designed to manage production 
workflows. 

2. JP 2001043053 (Patent Number) dated 20010216. Best Foreign Reference teaches a Charging 
System for a network printer with a calculation parameter modification unit which applies acquired 
program and parameter to a billing estimation calculation unit managed by a print manager. 

Neither reference alone, or in combination, teach or make obvious the combination of limitations in 
applicant's claims, including for example, tracking resources consumed by the print job.
